of the military experts. Despite 
appalling difficulties of supplies 
and communications, the Russians 
are. continuing to advance; and 
so far; at any rate, there seems to 
be no slackening in the rate of 
their offensive. It is now clear 
that, since last July, the Red 
Army's High Command has been 
accumulating vast supplies of war 
materials in preparation for its 
‘winter assault. For more than 
five months, the Eastern Front 
had been more or less quiescent; 
but, now that it has burst into 
general activity, the results of its 
movement are incalculable. In 
accordance with their. former 
practice, the Russian generals 
have tried to keep the Germans 
guessing, and to some extent, 
at least, they have succéeded. 
Yesterday, the German Forces’ 
Radio posed the question: where 
was the actual storm centre of 
the Russian offensive? It might 
be in Upper Silesia; it might be 
in the Breslau area; it might be 
against Posen, arid it might be 
against East Prussia. The German 
announcer admitted frankly that 
the chiefs of the Wehrmacht did 
not know. In the meantime, the 
force of Russia’s offensive shows 
no sign of decrease, The 
important port of Memel, which 
was seized by the Germans ‘in 
1939, has been captured. Russian 
troops “áre reported to be only 
about four miles from Kdénigs- 
berg. At least twenty divisions of 
German troops have been 
isolated in East Prussia, and their 
fate would seem to depend on 
Germany's ability to evacuate 
them by sea, just as the British 
were forced to evacuate their 
army from Dunkirk in the 
summer of 1940. Most of the 
available information concerning 
the present condition of affairs 
comes from German sources. The 
Russians are  characteristically 
reticent, reserving their state- 
ments for accomplished facts. 
Nevertheless, it has been made 
quite clear that everything 
depends on tke Wehrmacht's 
chances to hold the line of the 
Oder. Marshal Rokossovsky is 
making ready to attack in the 
north; Marshal Zhukov is closing 
in on the centre, and Marshal 
Koniev is gathering his strength 
for a renewed assault in the 
south. Both Posen (Poznan) and 
Thorn (Torun) have been sur- 
rounded. The Russians are 
following their well-tried tactics 
of. the “by-pass,” and there is 
stnall doubt that, in some places, 
they have penetrated not only 
into Silesia, but also into the 
Mark Brandenburg. Yesterday's 


—which also is surrounded—to a 
distance of some thirty miles into 
German territory. They. are 
thrusting along the main road 
and railway between Posen and 
Berlin, and are certainly within 
a hundred miles of the Reich’s 
capital. Yesterday it was learned 
that both Kattowitz and -Beuthen 
had been captured; and there was 
fighting in the feighbourhogd of 
Glogau, about one hundred and 
twenty miles south-east of Berlin. 
On the other side. of the Tatra 
Mountains the Russians have 
advanced beyond the important 
junction at Poprad, in the general 
direction of Brno and Prague. 
In Hungary, the situation is more 
or less static. 
_ Everything depends on what 
happens on the Oder. Despite 
her total mobilisation and her 
formidable reserves of man-power, 
Germany is at a grave dis- 
advantage, vis-a-vis the Russians. 
The Red Army must have had 
grievous losses since Marshal von 
Paulus’s Vith German Army was 
surrounded at Stalingrad, and the 
Wehrmacht's long and wearying 
retreat began. Nevertheless, 
efficient as Herr Himmler’s total 
mobilisation undoubtedly ha s 
been, the mobilisation of Russia's 
man-power seems to have been 
at least: equally efficient. At 
any rate, whatever may be their 
logistical difficulties, the Russians 
apparently are suffering from 
no -lack of well-trained and 
adequately-equipped soldiers. The 
question is: can they maintain the 
force and speed of their present 
offensive? On the answer to this 
uestion terfific
